It arrived over 
the C. & A. from Seneca Falls, and 
was at once taken to fhe department. 


The engine is an up-to-driie iire- 
fighter of the most approved pattern, 
being of the snnn- type as those used

ft is know’u as 
the “Metropolitan No. 2,” and was 
built by the American_ Fire Engine 
company, of Cincinnati and Seneca 
Falls, It is a piston engine and will 
throw- 700 gallons of water per min­ 
ute, against .100 per minute of the 
rotary engines. 


The boiler is of the (puck steam 
Fox pattern. It will raise steam from 
ice cold water in three minutes, and 
will throw a fire stream in five min­ 
utes. 
It i.«4 far sinMirior to our old 
engines and will supply three or four 
good fire streams.
